Now, as blameleſs as this Diſcourſe in his Thoughts 
may be, what does he infer from the danger of, Dſ- 
ſolving the whole Fabrich,, upon the ſupream Magj- 
ſtrates violating of his Oath, but a Jicence for the Peo- 
ple to rebel,to cauſe this Difſvlation in revenge of that 
Violation. An then, if there can be that Pretence, 
whatever,t9 impower them tomake ſuch a Diſſolution, 
it neceſli ily follows, thar the Soveraign Power 15 aC- 
conntablc to js Subjects for his Breach of Truſt, and 
conſequently the old Hrgh Court of fuſtice, or any other 
ſhortcr cur to puniſh him, is the Right and Prerogative 
of the Pcople. I ſh2ll not enlarge upon the Confutation 
of that damnablePrinciple,it being the ſubject of ſo ma- 
ny Pcn: alrcady,&the verythought of it the ahhorrence 
of cyery good Man and true Chriſtian. For thougn un- 
doubtedly there is not, nor can be a higher Obligation, 
on a'Prince than to Rule by the Laws and defend the 
Riphrs of his Subjz&s ; yet upon the Breach of that 
Obligation, and the Invaſion of thoſe Rights, the Tri- 
bunal of God i5 the only place, where he mult anſwer 
for it. Beſides, if Monarchs were queſtionable, and 
conſequently puniſhable by the People, let them pro- 
duce thei: Luw for {uc' queſtioning, or ſuch a* Puniſh- 
ment : but ifthey can procuceno, ſuch Law, ?tis very 
hard, methin''s, that thoſe violent Magna Charta 
Blades; and Liberry and Property Men, that would rall 
down't Tt at the whipping but of a Bzgear, unleſs 
the Le:tcr ofthe Law brings him to it, ſhould not- 
withitancCing, be for Judging, Condemning, nay, Ce- 
poſing a Monzrch without It. 

But is greateſt Grievance, and that which he calls 
the h1ghef Fxtravigancy of his Proſecutors, 1s, that the 
C-nii nt; of that Treatiſe ſhou'd he interpreted by 
them, 4: rmrended to 5tir up tne People in Proſecution of 
the Deſs;,ns if the C:nſpiracy, when nothing of Particular 
apclication unto Time, Place, or Perſons could be found in 
it ( as basever been done by thoſe who endeavour to rar/e 
Inſurr«tions) all was ſupply'd by lnnuendo's.
